Price of l«0-Trip Tickets Increased 


From $19.60 to $39.25. 


Tlie Ill-Tease in railroad fares which 


went Into effect ou Tuesday has had 
a depressing effect upon people in this 
vicinity who arc In the habit of travel- 
ing to Philadelphia. The regular com- 
muters, who go back and forth every 
day and use monthly tickets, are not 
effected very much as the Increase in 
price of those tickets has been but 
twenty-five cents, being lalsed from 
$».7B to $10. 
The 100-trip tickets, however, which 


formerly cost $10.50 and were good for 
one year, have been raised to $S5.23 and 
must be used within six montlis. 


The regular excursion tickets which 


lurmerly sold for 85 cents have lieen 
abolished and a straight fare of- 37 
•euts each way established. 


A ticket good for ten rides will be 


sold for $4.70. This means an Increase 
from $.'{.S8 which is now charged for 
ten tickets good between Bristol and 
Philadelphia.
